9* All wanted to know how it is going to be now with finances,

7* All wants to keep the agreement between himself f Melnyk Group and 
Prolog , intact also in the- future. He complained, however, that whereas 
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Melnyk Group always follows his and his friends instructions and complies with 
their wishes and derpands, the Prolog has "its own policy" in everything; 
in publishing the materials, in checking on them etc. 

Also Melnyk Group gives him a much larger financial support. 

8. All stressed that in his view most of the literature and books 

sent to Ukraine^ 1 KGB* s" special funds" and he suo ; ted that one 

should restrict mailing to both, Ukraine and the satellites. 

As far as CSoR is concerned , also there less literature is being now 
delivered even to official adressed ( schools, institutes, libraries , press 
etc) than before. 

All also did not recom .end to send to Svydnyk from the West^Skrainian youth 
to the Festival of Ukrainian Song and Dance scheduled for 20 and 21 June 1970 
since^lf e^au£horities -would be especially alert and ready with all kind of 
provocations. 

9. From Bratislava came recently instruct/was to the University , 
party com .ittes , and other organizations in Presov to implement the 
purge of unreliable elements and All was afraid that he might be touched by 
it too. He expressed the fear that he might be arrested and therefore had 

to be very careful. At the University they plan to sacrifice my kola MU3HTNKA 
and tsiUS save the others.

So far there were no 
arrests but they might come any day. Particularly now, after "they "

Sviatoslav NIRDDA .was approached by the SB still last summer but refused to 
work for them. The SB officer suggested he would let NIRDDA go to r.unich, 
to the]£o$u>3en?s Conference »provided he agrees to report on it. 

11. Igor KALYNSTS of Lvov asked not to print him .in the West, nor 
in Presov.
